A Few Days fince, a Maid-Servant of Mr. 
Soley, of Taviftock-fireet, being in a high 
Fever, took a fimall Sweetmeat Knife, and ran 
it into the lower Part of her Neck near the 
Windpipe; after which fhe took another 
Knife, and ran it into the fame Place: Upon 
which a Surgeon was fent for, who few'd up 
the Wound. The Maid afterwards infifted 
that the Knife ftill remain’d within her, which 
they took no Notice of, apprehending, that 
what the faid proceeded from her being difor 
der'd in her Senfes, but the next Day the tore 
the Wound open; upon which the Surgeon 
was fent for to few it up again, which the 
would not fuffer him to do, till he had prob’d 
for the other Knife, which he found, and was 
oblig’d to rip down near her Stomach to get it 
out. The Maid liv'd a Day or two after- 
wards. 

We have an Account from Lisbon, that the 
Earl of Pererborough’s Death was oceafion’d by 
eating the Grapes and drinking the Water of 
that Country, which were both unwhelfome 
at that Time, by Reafon of the extraordinary 
Rains, which threw him into a Bloody Flux, 
fo that he died in a few Days. 

His Lordfhip was at a Country Houfe about 
a League from the City, near which a fine 
large Houfe was preparing for him. 

The Surgeon who open'd his Body declar’d, 
that he was as found as any Man whatfoever, 
and that he might have liv’d many Years. Af- 
ter his Death, Sir Yobn Norris fent his own 
Surgeon to aflift the other in embalming his 
Lordfhip, and order’d the Body to be brought 
to Sir Fobn's Houle at Lisboa, which when 
the King of Portugal heard, he order'd a Guard 
of Horfe to efcort the Corpfe thither, where 
it lay. all Night. 

The next Day Sir Foba order’d every Cap- 
tain on Shore, with two Lieutenants, to come 
to his Houfe drefs'd in Black, and attend him

Yefterday Morning the Lady of the Right

Laft Saturday at Noon the Prince of AZode- 
na had a private Audience of his Majefty, af- 
ter which he took his Leave of their Majefties 
and the Royal Family; and early Yefterday 
Morning his Highnefs, attended by feveral Per- 
fons of Diftinétion, fet out from his Lodgings 
in St. Fames’s-ftreet, for Dover, in order to 
embark on board his Majefty’s Yacht the 
Mary, which is order’d to carry him and his 
Retinue to Calais, his Highnefs intending to ftay 
fix Weeks at the Court of France. 
On Wednefday laft a Block-maker at Shad- 
well, having fome Words with his Wife, beat 
her in fuch a Manner, that fhe was oblig’d to 
be carry’d to Bed, where the linger’d till Fri- 
day Morning, and then died; fhe was big 
with Child. The Man has made his Efcape, 
but diligent Search is making after him.

We learn from Bofton in New- England, that 
on the 15th of September laft an Englifh Ship

OUNT Kbhevenbuller, General of the, 


s Emperor’s Army in Jealy, has fent to ac- 
quaint Count Schulembourg, who commands 
the Forces of this Republick, that he has re- 
ceiv’d Orders to commit no further Hoftilities 
againft the Frexch Troops, and aét only againft 
thofe of Spain. The Imperialijts and Spaniards 
have lately had a very brisk Aétion, very 
much to the Dilfadvantage of the latter; and 
the Emperor’s Troops are now drawing nearer 
and nearer to the Adige. They have already 
pad the Colognois, and a Part of the Vicen- 
tine. The French Court has fent Orders to 
difcharge with ready Money, all the Notes 
that were given for Payment of the Hay, 
Straw and Wood with which their Troops 
have been furnith’d by the Subjeéts of the Re- 
publick. 

Venice, Nov. 12. Private Letters from Con- 
fantinople fay, that Thamas Kouli Kan has made 
himfelf Mafter of the City of Erivan; that 
the Ruffian Troops are in full March to befiege 
Afoph, and that the late Count but prefent 
Bafhaw Bonneval lay fo dingeroafly ill, that 
his Recovery was very much doubted of. 

Cremona, Nov. 11. The Duke de Afontemar 
is gone to Carpi in the Adodeneze, to efiablihh 
fuch Pofts on that Side as he thall think ne- 
ceffary for the Security of the Afautua. The 
Piedmonteze Troops continue filing off from 
the Brefcian for the Adilaneze, and by the 
Difpofition of the IJmperialifts we have Reafon 
to believe that they intend to force their Way 
if they can, into the Dutchy of Afzntua. In 
the mean Time the Spaniards keep themfelves 
in a ReadinefS to oppofe them. 

Hambarz, Nov. 18. The Regency of this 
City have receiv'd Letters from their Depu- 
tics at Copenhagen, intimating, that fince they 
confent to the Abolition of the Bank Courant, 
it will not be difficult to engage his Danifp 
Majefty to accept their other Conditions. 
They write from Petersburg, that the Court 
of Rujfia was the firft to which the Emperor 
communicated the trre preliminary Articles 
concluded with Fraace, that the Czarina high- 
ly approves them} and that her Majefty will 
in a few Days name Count Golowkin, her Am- 
baffador Plenipotentiary at the next Congrefs : 
That Gentleman is now her Ambaffador at 
the Hague. We hear from Berlin, that not- 
withftanding all the prefent Difpofitions for a 
Peace, the King of Pruffia continues refolv’d to 
make an Augmentation to his Forces of 24,000 
Men, and that the Levies will begin with the 
new Year. 

They write from the Azgue, that on Satur- 
day the 8th Inftant the Marquis de Fenelon, 
Ambaffador of Frazee to the States-General, 
notified to their High-Mightinefles, on the 
Part of the King his Maiter, that the Preli- 
minaries of a Peace between his moft Chriftian 
Majefty and the Emperor had been fign’d at 
Vienna: “Twas remark’d, that his Excellency 
made this Notification with a Sort ef Coldnels 
in his Behaviour, which he had not been us’d 
to praftife at the Hague, and "twas remark’d 
alfo, that he did not ask a Conference with 
the States-General’s Deputies, as ufual in Cafes 
of the like Importance, but contented himfelf 
with a fimple Vifit to the Prefident of the 
Week, whom he acquainted in a few Words, 
hat the Preliminaries were fettled and fign’d, 
ut never offer'd a Word as to the Conditions 
1ey contain’d. ’Tis faid, that the Prefident 
ceiv’d the Ambaffador’s Declaration with a 
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very great Indifference, and only told him 
that their High-Mightinefles thought they had 
Room to be furpriz’d, that after the Steps they 
had taken for France, a Piece of News of fuch 
Importance fhould be communicated to them 
by the Emperor, before his moft Chri/tian 
Majefty had had the Kindnefs to give them the 
leaft Hint of it. 

They write from Copenhagen, that an Incen- 
diary has been apprenended at Rofchild, who 
has already fet that Town five Times on Fire, 
and was taken as he was laying his Combutti- 
bles for the fixth Time. He belong’d to a 
Gang who took the Opportunity of the Con- 
fufion to rob Houfes. Two Thirds of the 
Town has been burnt down by thefe Means 
within a few Months. 

We hear from Afodena, that the Court of 
France has order’d the Sequefiration of the 
Duke of Afodena’s Eftate to be taken off, that 
Story trump’d up againft him for introducing 
the Germans having been found falfe and mali-

Extract of a Letter from an Officer in the Impe- 
rial Army near Treves to his Friend in \re- 
land, dated the 4th Infant, N. S. 


I wrote to you juft after the Affair of Clau- 
fen, where the French attack’d us, but were 
oblig’d to retire, after a confiderable Lofs. 
The 25th of laft Month we purfu’d our March, 
without much Interruption ; as alfo the 26th, 
27th, and 28th; the 29th we attack’d Sword 
in Hand, a Mill, and narrow Pafs ten Miles 
from Treves, which was defended by a flying 
Army of 12,000 Men, but our Grenadiers and 
Huffars, after fome Lofs, were oblig’d to retire 
in great Diforder, before the Arrival of the 
Body of our Army; the 30th ten Companies 
of Grenadiers pafs’d under all their Cannon; 
Mine was of the Number; as alfo in all the 
Affairs that happen’d: They made great Ha- 
vock amongft us; my Corapany fuffer’d moft, 
as being the advanc’d Guards of the Grena- 
diers. As to myfelf, | had no other Lofs but 
that of my Cap, which was fhot from off my 
Head. Haray Nugent march’d behind me, and 
had a Man on his Right Hand and another on 
his Left killed; he receiv’d no Harm. I had 
alfo two Voluntiers with me, one an Enfign 
in the Englif) Guards, the other one Nerer- 
ville, a Relation of my Lord’s; they are all 
three well. The fame Night we took a 
Fort at the Nofe of their Army, which com- 
mands the Town of Treves; by taking this 
Poft we cover’d the March of our Army, who 
loft nothing worth mentioning. We were the 
31ft cannonaded the whole Day; the firft of 
this Month our Cannon difmounted theirs, and 
oblig’d Part of their Army to retire 5 but as 
they had a fmall Town on this Side the River, 
which was fortify’d, we march’d the 2d, at 
Twelve o’Clock at Night, to ftorm it, but on 
our Approach they abandon’d it; fo that they 
now have not a Foot ef Ground on this Side
